AN AOT to ProvIde lor the Belief of Union Soldiers, Bailors and 
Karines and the IndWmt Wives. Widows and MInor Children of 
Indigent or DeceasecfUnion Soldiers, 8al1on and Marines. 

Be it tmaCted by Ih6 Gentral Auembly of 'he &aN of IOtDa: 
.10mlll tax 'SBCrION 1. That the board of supervisors of the several 
yt~rl.:; counties of this State are hereby authorized to levy, in addition :ta. depend- to the taxes now levie{} by law, a tax not exoeeding three tentha 

of one mill upon the taxable property of their respeotive coun· 
ties, to be levied and oolleoted as now provided by law for the 
... essment and colleotion o~ taxes, for the purpose of oreating a 
fund for the relief and for funeral expenses of honorably dis­
oharged indigent union soldiers, sailors and marines, and the 
indigent wives, widows and minor ohildren not over fourteeen 
years of age in the case of boys, and not over sixteen years of 
aBe in the case of girls, of suoh indigent or deceased union sol­
diers, sailors or marines, having a legal residence in said oounty 
to be disbursed as hereinafter provided. 

Soldiers Beltet SBC. S. The board of supervisors in eaoh county of this State 
~.=:rtOD shall on or before the fint Monday of September, 1888, appoint 

. three persolls, who are residents of suoh county, at least two of 
whom shall be honorably di80harged union soldiers, one to serve 
three years, one to serve two years, one to serve one year from 
date of appointment, and eaoh year thereafter one penon to 
serve for three years, such persons so appointed, when organized 
by the selection of one of their number as chairmaD, and one as 
seoretary, shall be designated aDd known as "The Soldiers' Re· 
lief Commission." The members of said commi8lion shall 
qualify by taking the usual oath of office and shall each give 
bonds in the sum of five hundred dollars for the faithful per­
formance of their duties. In the event of a vacancy in said com­
mission ocourring from any Cluse, the board of supervisors shall 
III the vaoanoy for the unexpired term. 

Jleetbl~ and SBO. 3. The Soldiers' Relief Commission shall meet at the 
duUeeo Com. county anditor's office on the first Monday in September of each 

year, alld at Buch other times as is deemed neoessary, and shall 
examine and determine who are entitled to relief under thelro. 
visions of this aot, and shall make lists of suob persons, an at 
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the September meeting suoh commission. alter determining the 
probable amount neoeuary for the purpose :provided herein, shall 
oertify the amount· to the board of supel'Vlson, and the board 
of sUpE"isors of each oounty. at ita September meeting each 
year, shall make suoh levies as shall be neoessary to raise the re­
quired relief fund, not ·exoeeding three-tenths of a mill on the 
tuable property of suoh oou~ty. The Soldien' Relief Commis­
sion shall 1& the amount to be paid in eaoh oaae, the aggregate 
Dot to exoeed the levy of said tax for anyone year and shalloer­
tiCy the lists to the county auditor. Tne auditor shall within 
twenty days thereafter, transmit to the township olerka in his 
oounty a list of the names of the pel'8ons in the relpeotive town­
ships to whom relief haa been awarded and the amount thereof. 
The auditor, on the fint Monday of each month after said fund Au4ltor IaIueI 
is ready for distribution shall issue his warrant to the Soldiers' wamma. 
Relief Commission, upon the county treaaurer, for the several 
amounte awarded. Suoh commiuion shall disbune the same to 
the person or penons named in the lists, taking reoeipts there· 
for·; oNuoh fund may be disbursed in any other manner direoted 
by the oommilsion; provided, however, that when said commis-
sion il satilfied tha' any penon entitled to relief under this act 
will not properly expend the amount allowed, the oommission 
may pay the amount to lome suitable person who shall expend 
the same for suoh person in suoh manner aa the commiuion may 
direot; and provided, further, that said oommission, at any meet-
ing, may deoreaae, inoreaae, or disoontinue any amount before 
awarded, and may add new names to the lists, whioh shall be oer-
tified to the county auditor. The Soldiers' Relief Commission 
shall, at the end of each year, make to the board of supervisors 
a detailed report of the transactions of luoh commiuioD; suoh 
report shall be aocompanied with vouohers f01 all moneys dis· 
buned. 

S:ac. 4. The board of supe"isors may at any time remove Members of 
any member of the commission for negleot of duty or malad- ::o~::~ be 
ministration and appoint othen in the plaoe of members thus 
removed.
